per cent from the $14,700,000.000 
requested by former President 
Truman for the same agencies. 
Based on President Eisenhow- 
er's revised budget last year the 
cut was about 700 millions. 


Little Leeway 


The Eisenhower budget for 


this year is what is known in 
Congress as a "tight budget," 
leaving the legislators little lee- 
way in making reductions.

Lie detector tests were be- 
ing given prisoners, including 
the 19, until 3 a.m. Sunday. 


One of the two was identified 


as having been involved two 
years ago in an attempt to escape 
from the mam cell block. Dur- 
ing a scuffle then, Guard Sim 
Ballard's throat was cut but he 
later recovered. 


Questioning: Concluded 


County 
Attorney 
Frederick 


Wagener, who is in charge of 
the investigation, said the ques- 
tioning of prisoners had beon 
concluded as of Sunday. He said 
the questioning had expanded to 
others than those working in the 
print shop, which is in the base- 
ment of the laundry building, 
scene of a $2,000 riot last Jan- 
uary. 


It was revealed that the cloak 


of secrecy wrapped around the 
murder Friday was requested by 
Warden 
Herbert 
Hann, with 


County Attorney Wagener de- 
tailed to release, all information 
to the press.

We have come 1o the conclusion that, as 


n croup, editors—fellow newspapermen—are 
about the gabbiest bunch of individuals in 
the world. But it was news—that the United 
may have to fight in Indo-China—when a 
key figure in the present administration 
spread it out on the table for a bunch of 
goggle-eyed men to look at. 


Only a few years ago, while attending 


one of these sessions, we recall an off-the- 
cuff talk to which we listened—all in an 
atmosphere of confidence—which less than 
two hours later was being babbled over the 
airways of the world. 


For 30 minutes it created an international 


crisis with Italy. 


What this administration does not seem 


to realize is that people for some reason 
seem to have the feeling we arc inching 
toward war an Indo-China daily. 
This ad- 


ministration, in its earlier discussion of 
Korea, cannot escape some responsibility for 
the present feeling wi(h respect to Indo- 
China. The American people simply do not 
want their boys fighting in those steaming 
jungles. 
There is also this distinction of 


some consequence. 
Korea, at the time of 


its invasion by Communists, enjoyed an in- 
dependent government as a republic of sorts. 
Indo-China is a French colony, fighting for 
independent status. 
It is these undercur- 


rents which make the entire Asiatic situa- 
tion today so terribly difficult, so cruelly 
punishing.

abundant and yet, if what he has to sell 
costs him more to produce than he can get 
in selling it, again he is looking down Old 
Man Ruin's throat. 


We suggested on this page a few days 


ago that Nebraska farmers had enjoyed 
their greatest era of prosperity in the period 
from 1940 to 1954. We believe that to be 
true, although there may be isolated indj* 
vidual cases in which it is not. 
Our good 


friend Sterling McCaw of The Norfolk News 
pounced upon that statement to remind us 
that it was war, not a price support pro- 
gram of 90 per cent of parity, which was 
responsible for that prosperity on the farm.

end of numbers of complaints from Lincoln, 
home owners objecting to paving assess- 
ments.

Bit by bit, piece by piece, each complaint 


fits into a story composed of flesh and blood. 
It could not be otherwise. 
For the pro- 


tests, in the most part, come from those— 
young and old—men and women—who live 


in the shadow of fear 
of losing their homes. 
They are not people of 
great financial means. 
They are people who, 


for the most part, see the fulfillment of a 
part of their dream in the ownership of a 
home. 
The castle in the sky upon which, 


they fix their eyes is not pretentious nor lux- 
urious. It is simply home. And the burden 
of their protests simply is that they cannot 
stretch the income they receive to cover the 
costs, the assessed costs, of the paving, even 
though those costs are spread over a period 
of years. We are not going to pretend that 
we have the answer. We admit that we do 
nor. We probably lack the information that 
could be desired in many of these cases. 


* 
Any attempt to break these paving pro- 


tests into age groups ignores the facts- 
In 


some instances they come from young peo- 
ple—a young man and his wife—just start- 
ing out life—young, sturdy, filled with en- 
thusiasm, centering their hopes and build- 
ing their lives around the home which is 
theirs. In other cases, it is old people, a 
man and wife starting: down the western 
slope, an elderly couple which in one in- 
stance had placed virtually all they pos- 
sessed in a home fronting- on a dirt street, 
a street which later became a part of a pav- 
ing district. 


These are tumultuous years, swift, filled 


with action on a high scale, leaving little 
or no heritage to any individual for thought 
about others. 
We sat chatting wilh a staff 


associate, and amon^ other matters that

If there is any way in which to attain it, 
people should be acquainted folly with the 
financial burden entailed before they are 
called upon to give their approval to 


Do we want war in order to bolster Ne- 
braska agriculture, he inquires. 


Never. Nothing could make the Ameri- 


can people, every last one of them—men, 
women and children—happier than to know- 
that a glad hour had arrived when war no 
longer confronted mankind as its greatest 


What happened in this state from 1940 


to 1954, with exceptions, is that we were in 
a "wet cycle." 
We produced magnificent 


crops. It could be our fervent prayer, be- 
cause of a love of growing things, that Ne- 
braska would continue season after season 
to contribute bumper harvests, mountains of 
wheat^ and corn, and other farm commodi- 
ties. 


Now a price support program of 90 per 


cent of parity had nothing to do with that 
climatic development, but 90 per cent of 
parity as the base for prices, of farm com- 
modities certainly didn't hurt the Nebraska 
farmer in the pocketbook. It enabled him 
to paint his home. It helped him to acquire 
new furnishings. 
It permitted him to be- 


come a part of the rural electrification pro- 
gram. It made it possible for him to buy 
new farm equipment. It aided him in de- 
veloping sound programs of soil conserva- 
tion. It made rural life in Nebraska richer 
than rural life ever had been, more satisfy- 
ing, more rewarding, and more inspiring. 


We have no quarrel with Mr. McCaw. 


He is a swell fellow, a corking good news- 
paperman. 
We are curious about what the 


Nebraska farmer thinks—also curious about 
the thought of Nebraskans, whether they 
live on a farm or in the towns and cities. 
We know them for the fine people that they 
are. 
We know a little of their hopes and 


aspirations. We hope the day never dawns 
when we cease to be interested in what the 
people of this state are saying, what they 
are thinking, what is the basis of their dis- 
appointments, and what are their aspira- 
tions. 
No editor can lock himself in his 


office and presume to speak for them. They 
are the kind of people fully capable of 
speaking for themselves. 


Many, many of them who write to us 


and who talk with us are not -happy with 
the Benson proposal for flexible price sup- 
ports. And even more of them, fully aware 
of moisture shortage In this state, know 
that by the opening days of June, if we do 
not get moisture to make up for the present 
deficiency, the Nebraska farm story for 1954 
could be written early.

We understand and we respect Mr. Mc- 


Caw's position. We trust that he does ours. 
Our position.simply is this. We believe that 
the farmer of Nebraska over. a long period 
of years was the victim of discrimination 
in national policy. 
We believe that he was 


not receiving a fair share of the national 
income. 
We feel that he came to the same 


conclusion. We think it is a fair statement 
that after the close of World War I, he faced 
drastic readjustments three years later as a 
result of national policies initiated. His 
position 
became 
increasingly 
impossible 


throughout the 20's until he faced bank- 
ruptcy. 


We think basically Nebraska depends 


upon agriculture. 
We think that when it is 


prosperous, all of us prosper. We are cer- 
tain that when adversity comes to it. then 
we may be assured we will be the next 
victim.

If that is unworthy, then make the most 


of it. even if it includes reading into it 
something that is not there. 
Reasonable 


abundance of the harvest is no full assur- 
ance of a full pocket book if prices for what 
is produced do not provide a profit. And 
prices which reach the stars are no assur- 
ance of a prosperous agriculture if the 
farmer finds it impossible for varied causes 
to produce a crop. 
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' WASHINGTON—A quick look 
at the housing scandals under in- 
vestigation today indicates that 
part occurred during Democratic 
administrations and part under 
the present Republican regime. 


As far as the big money goes, 


much more went to the big build- 
ers under the Democrats, though 
it appears to have been legal. 
Chiseling under the Republicans 
was more petty, more widespread 
and just as mean. 


Here are the two kinds of graft 


that the building industry got 
away with under the two politi- 
cal parties: 


Democratic Graft o c c u r r e d 


from 1941 to 1950 under Section 
608 of the Housing Act. This sec- 
tion provided for government in- 
surance of private construction 
loans on apartment houses for 
rental. The loans were supposed 
to be guaranteed by the Federal 
Housing Administration at the 
rate of 90 per cent, but what hap- 
pened was that FHA 
officials 


sometimes okayed a markup of 
the loans to as high as 130 per 
cent of the building cost. In one 
case a builder got away with 150 
per cent. 


For instance, a builder would 


get a 51,000,000 loan on an apart- 
ment house that would cost him 
only S800.000 to build. Then he 
would pocket the 5200,000 as clear 
profit even before the ground was 
cleared. 


Furthermore, he would report 


this profit as a capital gain and 
pay a tax of only 25 per cent. 


FHA now estimates that these 


profits amounted to about $100,- 
000,000. but Internal Revenue puts 
them at nearer S500,000,0'00. 


Actually the government hasn't 


lost any money on these deals, 
and losses will occur only if the 
banks making the loans are- un- 
able to collect them. 


Finally, in 1950, C o n g r e s s 


stepped in and stopped this juicy 
but legal means of rolling up 
profits,. It abolished Section 608. 
^ 
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GOP SHAKEDOWNS 


Republican graft has taken the 


form of shakedowns under Sec- 
tion 1 of the Housing Act which 
provides for government insur- 
ance on loans for home moderni- 
zation and repairs. 


The FHA under Eisenhower is 


responsible for this petty chisel- 
ing whereby crooked contractors 
and salesmen overcharged and 
swindled homeowners. 


Though the FHA is supposed to 


check carefully on repair loans 
guaranteed by the government in 
order 
to protect homeowners, 


man> FHA officials looked in the 
opposite direction. 


In one case, for instance, a 


homeowner was charged 51,600 
for an asbestos-siding and roof- 
ing installation, though it cost the 
dealer only 5400 to do the job. 
The dealer and three of his sales- 
men split the profit. 


This modernization racket be- 


came so widespread that organ- 
ized groups of salesmen devoted 
their whole time to it. They trav- 
eled from city to city, persuading 
unsuspecting people to sign con- 
tracts for the modernization and 
repair of their homes. Since the 
government guaranteed the loans, 
the homeowners thought they had 
to take the figure set by the 
salesmen no matter how high. 


Fourteen officials in the FHA 


Washington office are now under 
investigation for failing to stop 
this p r a c t i c e , with charges 
against two expected to lead to 
criminal prosecution. 


It surprised no one who knew 


him well that Bishop Bernard 
Shell should have been the first 
prominent Catholic prelate to 
stand up and denounce Sen. Mc- 
Carthy. For, 15 years ago. Bishop 
Sheil had also stood up and de- 
nounced Father Coughlin, who, 
like McCarthy, was splitting the 
United States on religious lines. 


When Bishop Sheil made the 


anti-Coughlin speech, he was at- 
tacked just as bitterly in some 
circles as he is today, and it 
probably lost him the archbishop- 
ric of Chicago. 


If you visit Bishop Sheil in Chi- 


cago you will meet a Puerto Ri- 
can secretary in one outer office 
and a Negro secretary in an- 
other. For he has taken up the 
battle of those who suffer hard- 
ship as a result of the current re- 
cession, and he finds that Puerto 
Ricans and Negroes are first to 
feel the economic pinch. The 
bishop is never able to resist a 
hardship case, and he is always 
broke. 


In the bishop's inner office you 


will find a statue of the famed 
football player 
Knute Rockne. 


Most people have forgotten that 
Bishop Sheil began life as a great 
athlete, once received a bid from 
the Chicago White Sox. That was 
before he became chaplain of the 
Cook County jail, also before he 
began his Golden Gloves contests 
on the sound theory that the way 
to reform boys who fought on the _ 
streets is to give them some place 
to fight clean—off the streets. 
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SHEDL AND COUGHLIN 


Bishop Sheil's denunciation of 


Father Coughlin was what tipped 
the scales of Catholic public opin- 
ion against the radio priest. Prior 
to that the Catholic hierarchy had 
remained silent. 
But Cardinal 


Mundelein of Chicago, a great 
friend of President Roosevelt's, 
finally decided that the time had 
come to speak out, and he pre- 
pared a radio address denounc- 
ing Coughlin. 


The night before he was to 


speak, however, Cardinal Munde- 
lein died in his sleep, and next 
day Bishop Sheil delivered the 
speech which he said the cardi- 
nal would have made. 


He was immediately criticized 


not only by the Coughlinites but 
by those who said he had no right 
to speak for the cardinal." How 
did he know, people asked, that 
the 
cardinal would not have 


changed his mind? 


And because he had become a 


controversial figure, Bishop Sheil 
was passed over in favor of 
Bishop 
Stritch, 
now Cardinal 


Stritch, when it came to appoint- 
ing a new archbishop for Chi- 
cago. 


Bishop Sheil today is sick and 


ailing. Twice this winter he suf- 
fered from pneumonia. Now over 
70, he has been a bishop for 25 
years, longer than any other 
bishop in this country. But re- 
gardless of his health, his spirits 
are high and he has not lost the 
courage to keep fighting for the 
rights of men.

west as their delegations sit on 
opposite sides of the table at 
the Geneva conference are now 
clear. It will be a contest some- 
what like that in Berlin, with 
the major difference that this 
time the west hopes to come oui 
with a clear gain. 


The objective is the formation 


of an Asian defense pact similar 
to the NATO agreement. 
Secretary of state John Foster 


Dulles made this ciear in the

through London and Paris. The 
Asian pact will be hammered 
into shape as it is being demon- 
strated at Geneva the non-Com- 
munist world cannot pay. Or it 
should be added that the U.S.A. 
refused to pay. 
Thcrcfon-. American stratecy 


•u-ill be to play down the import- 
ance of the conference and at the 
same time to delay as Ions: as 
possible consideration of I.iiio- 
China. Dulles wiH stay at Geneva 
for only a week and -with his 
departure and perhaps also the 
departure of Eden and Bidanll 
the significance of the meeting

Since the communique issued

railroad tracks should be a -juicy 
plum. It would be a feather in 
the hat of any mayor. 


There is speculation now that 


the plum might ripen with the 
spring weather and drop lightly 
into the lap of Mayor Clark 
Jeary. The farmer that he is, 
there is little "doubt the mayor 
would know how to handle the 
plum if it presented itself in such 
a tantalizing form. 


Despite past experiences that 


leave one skeptical, present con- 
ditions do look quite lavorable 
for the viaduct. A bill which just 
passed 
Congress provides 
the 


funds for the structure. 


It does so by permitting the 


transfer of 10 per cent of any 
class of federal highway funds 
to another class. Thus Nebraska's 
share of federal aid secondary 
funds could be transferred in 
part to the primary road system. 


That would put extra funds in 


the 
primary 
classification 
in 


which the viaduct is placed. The 
secondary funds'are expected to 
be available because counties 
have not been able to match 
those funds in past years. 


No matching would be re- 


quired in the use of primary 
funds on the viaduct. Grade 
separations can be constructed 
with 100 per cent federal aid, 
not including the right-of-way 
costs. The railroads, however, 
have agreed to put up more 
than enough to cover the cost of 
the right-of-way.

the loan s to as high as 130 per 
cen t of the build in g cost. In on e 
ca.‘« e a build er got aw ay w ith 150 
per cen t. 
Fo r instance, a builder wo uld 
get a $1 .0 0 0 .0 0 0 lo an o n an apart­ 
ment ho use that wo uld co st him 
o nly $800,000 
to build. 
Then he 
wo uld po cket the $2 0 0 ,0 0 0 as clear 
pro fit ev en befo re the gro und was

Furthi-rmore, he would report 
this profit as a capital gain an d 
pay a tax of on ly 25 per cen t. 
FHA n ow estim ates that these 
profits am oun ted to about $100,- 
000.000, but In tern al Reven ue puts 
them at n e a rer $.500,000.cto0.

BENKELMAN, Neb.—The con- 


dition of winter wheat in Dundy 
County—in the extreme south- 
west 
corner 
of 
Nebraska—is 


slipping badly under the barrage 
of dust storms and extended 
drought. 


This picture was outlined Sun- 


day by Leo Barnell. of Benkcl- 
man, county agent Barnell said, 
"The wheat is really showing 
deterioration in some paits of 
the county. There has been a 
Jot of blowing dust latclv. It 
seems like we get the dust about 
every other day now " 


The extension agent reported 


that the wheat looks "pretty fair" 
in the northern tier of townships 
in the county, but is bein£ hurt 
badly further south. Barnell said 
there is drifting: of dust in fences 
and ditches in many places. A 
large portion of the dry and dust- 
ing: wheat ground has already 
been plowed up in order for it 
to be planted to such spring- 
seeded crops as corn, he said.

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South Korea Decides To Attend Geneva Meeting 
American 
'Assurance' 
Is Clincher 


SEOUL (Monday) (;P) Presi- 


dent Syngman Rhee today an- 
nounced South Korea would at- 
tend the Geneva conference next 
week as a final effort to unify 
his nation peacefully. 


But he made it ,clear he 


thought the attempt would fail. 
And in such event, he called 
upon the United States and 
other Allied nations to help drive 
the Communists out of North 
Korea. 


The President said the United 


States 
has 
given 
assurances 


which made it possible to attend 
tho conference on Asian issues. 


Rhee said South Korea placed 


her trust in the United States 
to join her in a walkout at 
Geneva if the conference failed 
to achieve unification of Korea 
"within a reasonable period of 
time." 


"For 
Korea, this conference 


must represent the final time- 
consuming attempt to attain uni- 
fication 
by 
peaceful 
means," 


Rhee said in a statement. 


"We obviously cannot continue 


to sit idly by while the Com- 
munists exterminate or exile our 
people of the north and make 
a red Chinese province out of 
half of our country." 


'Other Means' 


"We hope, therefore, that if 


find when the Geneva conference 
has failed, the United States and 
our other friends in the Free 
World will join with us in em- 
ploying other means to drive the 
enemy' from our land." 


Rhee insisted there could be 


no compromise at Geneva. He 
said unification "must include 
the complete withdrawal from 
our soil (North Korea) of all 
Chinese Communist forces." 


He said South Korea would 


send a 10-man delegation to 
Geneva. 


Foreign Minister Pyun Yung 


Tai will head the ROK delega- 
tion. It will include'You Chan 
Yang, ambassador to the United 
States; Ben C. Limb, observer 
at the United Nations, and Vice 
Minister of Justice Hin Ki Ong. 


The staff of six persons will 


include Lee Soon Yung, chief 
of information for the Foreign 
Ministry. The group will start 
by air Monday. 
» 


President Sjngman Rhee said 


the decision to attend was made 
possible by assurances from the 
United States. 


Without saying what the as- 


surances were, the President said 
in a statement- 


"We are happy to say the 


assurances 
received 
now are 


very clear and encouraging and 
that they will enable us to go 
to Geneva with confidence and 
considerable hope." 


A s k e d at the presidential 


headquarters in Augusta, Ga., 
for an explanation of the re- 
ported 
Eisenhower 
assurance 


for more U.S. aid, James C. 
Hasrerty, presidential press sec- 
retary, declined to comment. 


Rhee said his nation was 


trus'tmg the United States to 
help South Korea protect its 
own interests and to consult 
•with South Korea on walking 
out of the conference if it has 
not achieved unification in "a 
reasonable period of time." 


Not Hopeful 


In an echo of previous state- 


ments that he did not expect 
the conference to achieve unifi- 
cation. Rhee said: 


"Once our friends have come 


1o realize the great improba- 
bility of expecting a negotiated 
settlement, there may be hopes 
for the achievement of peace in 
Korea and elsewhere."

posal of infected animals will 
be 
compulsory. 
Certification 


that cattle are free of the dis- 
ease enables shipping out milk 
in compliance with health laws 
of other states, and other im- 
provements.' 


The brucellosis controls can be 


organized on a county or pre- 
cinct basis. 
One of the dairy- 


men near here who is working 
to set up a control area is Al- 
fred Halbash. He said the aim 
now is for eventual 
county- 


wide organization.

County Agent's Notes: 
Rebuilding 
Of Terraces 
Is Helpfu! 


Rebuilding terraces b e f o r e 


planting crops will save consid- 
erable time later in the year. 


Terraces that are narrow or 


have^ steep side slopes need re- 
building to make^them easier to 
farm. Some terraces that were 
ne\er adequatelv built or have 
deteriorated will require con- 
siderable rebuilding work. 


To properly rebuild terraces, 


it is necessary to know what 
type of terrace will farm easiest 
and still have sufficient capacity 
to control erosion. Most terraces 
tend to be too narrow rather 
than too high. Therefore, adding 
width to the slopes of the ter- 
race will correct the farming 
difficulties. 


The terrace should be at least 


40 feet wide and even wider 
terraces will be easier to farm. 
The back-slope 
should be at 


least 18 feet long, and prefer- 
ably 20 feet or more long. The 
front slope eight to 10 feet long, 
and the channel eight to 10 feet 
wide. A good terrace should 
measure at least 20 feet from 
the ridge to uphill edge and the 
same distance down hill. If it 
doesn't it will pay to rebuild 
the terrace. 


The terraces can be rebuilt 


with farm equipment such as a 
plow or one-way. If they need 
considerable work, it may be 
belter to consider one of the 
machines used in custom terrace 
construction such as a blade, 
whirlwind or dozer. 


Actual measurements should 


be taken during the terrace re- 
building to determine if ade- 
quate widths are being obtained.

Farmer Social 
Security Plan 


WASHINGTON (INS)—The 


Eisenhower 
administration has 


outlined its new plan to deter- 
mine Social Security credits for 
farm operators and "farm work- 
ers. 


The plan is part of the Pres- 


ident's 
broad 
program 
that 


would bring five million, 800 
thousand 
farm 
owners 
and 


workers into the Social Security 
system. 


In testimony before the House 


Ways 
and 
Means Committee, 


Welfare Secretary Ovcta Gulp 
Hobby said the plan for farm 
coverage was worked out with 
representatives of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation arid 
the National Grange. She said 
it also has endorsement from 
the Treasury 
and Agriculture 


Departments. 


Since payments and benefits 


are determined on the basis of 
how much a person makes, the 
job for the farm operator is to 
find 
out 
how much he has 


earned in one year. 


Under the plan, farmers who 


get 18 hundred dollars or less 
from the sale of their crops 
simply could assume their 
net 


earnings at one-half their gross. 
For instance, a tobacco fanner 
who sells his crop for 14 hun- 
dred dollars would report a net 
income of 700 dollars. 


Fanners who get more than 


18 hundred dollars would be 
required to compute their actual 
net 
earnings 
by 
subtracting 


business expenses, taking inven- 
tories and allowing for depreci- 
ation. 


The theory behind this is that 


farmers grossing more than 18 
hundred dollars usually are re- 
quired to pay income taxes and 
would figure out their net earn- 
ings anyway. Those getting less 
than 18 hundred dollars proba- 
bly would not pay any income 
taxes. 


If a farmer grossing more than 


18 hundred dollars finds that 
his actual earnings are less than 
900 dollars a year, he could re- 
port 900 dollars to the Welfare 
Department for insurance pur- 
poses.

Plans Near Finish 
... May Make Stenographic Transcript

Preliminaries to the opening o£ the special session of the Legis- 


lature Tuesday afternoon have been completed, but something 
new may be added according to Clerk Hugo Srb. 


Attorney General C. S. Beck and attorneys who draft bills 


for the Legislature have suggested that insofar as the session 
will deal only with constitutional amendments on revenue and 
taxation that a stenographic report of all debate on the measures 
be taken as a guide in drafting future statutes and in giving 
opinions in answer to questions. 


Srb indicated that he thinks 


it probable that the session will 
agree to the taking of a complete 
record of action on the floor but 
questioned the need of such a 
complete record of committee 
hearings on the bills. 


The bills as prepared will be 


submitted to the committee on 
taxation of the Legislative Coun- 
cil, 
which requested the gov- 


ernor to call the session, at a 
special meeting Tuesday morn- 
ing. 
The committee seeks to win 


unanimous support of the lan- 
guage of the bills as drafted. 


Amendments 


However, it is generally pre- 


dicted that before the bills come 
up for final passage or rejection 
efforts at amendment will be 
made by members on the floor. 


Gov. 
Robert Crosby said that 


he has completed the first draft 
of his message to the Legisla- 
ture and by working on it over 
the week end hoped to have it in 
final form by Monday. 


-The income tax amendment is 


particularly expected to come in 
for c o n s i d e r able discussion. 
However, it is generally ex- 
pected to pass in some form as 
the members seek to determine 
accurately the sentiment of their 
constituents on the issue. 


Sales Tax 


Several have announced that 


they will not again vote on a 
sales tax until the sentiment of 
the people is determined. Some 
are expected to attempt to in- 
clude an income tax with the 
sales tax. 


Nearly every member con- 


tacted favored making any new 
tax a replacement tax but the 
extent of the replacement prob- 
ably will 
be hotly 
debated. 


School interests are expected to' 
favor a minimum of replacement 
with the balance collected going 
to schools. 


Others argue that a new tax 


should replace all state property 
taxes. Due to the fact that coun- 
ty levies for the insane are a 
property tax this is creating dif- 
ficulties. As a result, some say 
only the general fund levies 
should be replaced and continue 
special levies as at present. 


'Foot In Door' 


This \vould include the 1.1 mill 


"building fund levy for, state in- 
stitutions and the .25 'mill levy 
for the University of Nebraska 
medical college and 
hospital. 


Others argue that this would be 
a "foot in the door" to later re- 
turning to taxing of property 
through special levies. 


They 
recall 
that 
in 1920 


there were eight special levies 
when with assessments at 20 
per cent of actual value the 


taxable valuation of the state 
was only $762,284,909. 
Total 


levy then was 10.39 mills for 
state purposes not including the 
insane levy. 


The following year with as- 


sessments , at actual value the 
levy was out 3.3 mills on $3,- 
212,737,091 of valuation. 
This 


had dropped to $1,922,271,788 in 
1940 with a levy of 2.57 mills for 
state purposes. This low figure 
was reached ingthe administra- 
tion of Gov. R. L. Cochran and 
the unicameral. 


Both valuations and levies be- 


gan to soar under Gcvs. Gris- 
wold and Peterson and in 1947 
under Gov. Peterson the levy 
was 5.99 and the valuation had 
increased to $2,315,369,866. 


Change Board Setup 


Little 
opposition 
has 
been 


voiced to appointment of dounty 
assessors and a change in the 
State 
Board 
of 
Equalization 


from its present composition of 
elected officials with other du- 
ties. 


Sentiment appears to favor 


removal of the restriction that 
all classes of property be taxed 
alike. However, safeguards are 
expected to be included to in- 
sure that no special privilege can 
be given certain classes of prop- 
erty. 


Gov. 
Crosby is optimistic that 


the homestead exemption 'bill 
that he will ask to have intro- 
duced will meet with favor even 
though the committee would not 
agree to endorse it, because they 
had not made a study of such a 
plan. 


The governor said he plans to 


ask an exemption of 10 per cent 
on homes in which the owner 
lives but not to exceed 51,000. 


Clerk Srb said that usual pro- 
edure would call for first con- 
tinuing all standing committees 
and 
other 
minor 
formalities 


after 
which 
the 
Legislature 


would be ready to hear the mes- 
sage from the governor and get 
down to business. 


Unless rules are suspended the 


bills would all go to committee 
for public hearing study and 
recommendation before debate 
would start on the floor.
